DETAILS: This investigation is based on information which indicates 

that the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., is 
engaged in activities which could involve a violation of 
Title 18. U.S. Code, Section 2^-1 (Conspiracy Against Rights of 
Citizens); Section 2^5 (Federally Protected Activities), Civil 
Rights Act of I 9 S 8 ; or related Civil Rights Statutes. 

The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., (NKKKK) 
was granted a charter in Georgia in 1963 as a "patriotic, 
secret, social, benevolent order". The NKKKK, a consoli- 
dation of various Klans in Southern States, continues to 
be anti-Negro, anti- Jewish, anti-Catholie, and anti- 
foreign born.

B. Charter Information 


At a meeting of the NKECKK held In Tucker, Georgia, on 
September 6, 196^, Imperial Wizard JAMES R. VENABLE announced 
that he had incorporated the NKKKK, ad that it was being 
operated as a separate Klan, the same as the other Klans having 
membership in the national group.

A rally and cross burning sponsored by the Hart County 
Klavern of the NKKKK vere held on Saturday evening, June 9? 

1973> outside of Hartwell, Georgia. The rally started at 8:00 
p.m., one hour later than originally planned due to the inclement 
weather , 

Approximately 125 people attended and heard JAMES VENABLE 
give a speech on the history of the KLan.

Annual Rally 

The annual rally and cross burning of the NKKKK took 
phce on Saturday evening, September 1, 1973, on the property 
of NKKKK Imperial Wizard JAMES R. VENABLE, located at the foot 
of Stone Mountain, Stone Mountain, Georgia. 

Approximately 500 people attended the rally, 80 of them 
wearing Klan robes . 

Imperial Wizard JAMES R. VENABLE gave the principal 
speech in which he stated that the KLan stood by the American 
flag and was in the forefront ef its defense. VENABLE called on 
those present "to keep the blood lines pure" and urged the 
deportation of Negroes back to Africa. 

After VENABLE concluded his speech, a young couple 
wearing Klan robes mounted the speaker's platform and were 
married in a brief ceremony, the first marriage ever performed 
in the ^-0 year history of the rally.

Plans were discussed regarding the constructi on of a 

F 
stated that having a state headquarters separate from any members 
house would add prestige to the New York State Realm. He commented 
this building when used by P'lavern 102 would give local klan 
members a feeling of belonging to a real klan and not just a 
social gathering.

Grove City police, who 
called in all available men 
in anticipation of a disturb- 
ance, moved in speedily to 
break up the fight.

rOLlCE ORDERED the 
pickets, believed to be Pco- 


pies Labor Party (PLP) 
members from the Ohio 
State University area, out of 
the parking lot and there 
was no further disturbance. 

The most serious injury 
reported was to a KKIC 
member who suffered a 
slight head laceration. One 
of the pickets struck him 
with the handle of anti*Klan 
placard .during the scuf* 
fling. 

After the PLP pickets 
wandered off into the night,
